Sutton: that every part of his practice in Ino- 
culation, carries with it ſtrong marks of ſolid 
judgment and accurate 6bſervation. And it 
will redound much to his honour, and per- 
haps be no unpleaſant labour, to point out 
the ſources from whence he probably has 
derived ſome very eſſential improvements; 
| eſpecially as it will naturally lead us to a dif- 
covery of the principal point on which his 
great ſucceſs depends: and, conſidering that 
he has to all appearance borrowed- ma 
hints from authors which are in every body's 8 
hands, it is matter of ſome ſurpriſe, that 
this many parts of his practice have not before 
been more generally adopted by others.

That this method of conveying the infection 
by puncture has many advantages above 
that by inciſion, I am fully convinced; and 
ſhall inſtance the much greater certainty of 
intelligence , conveyed by its appearance to 
an experienced operator, than that of the 
inciſion could do. It is of ſome conſequence 
to know early whether the infection has ta- 
ken place, but of much greater, to be able 
to foretel, in ſome meaſure, the degree of 
the future diſeaſe, and conſequently to re- 
gulate it by all the means in our power: of 
which purging ſeems to be the moſt effec- 
tual. Here no fore arm remains for the 
ſurgeon to dreſs, no mortifications or- ab- 
ſceſſes have ever been known to/ enſue. 
Though perhaps this laſt ſecurity may be 
- owing to the mildneſs of the poiſon infuſed, 
more than to any other cauſe, ' It may not 
be amiſs to make one obſervation more on 
that particular circumſtance, of ſome few 
perſons having run through the diſeaſe ſo 
very , as to have had it all over in

ſeven days or leſs from the. operation. This

agreeable ſtate of uncertainty. Here then 
is another reaſon of conſiderable weight, 
for giving the preference to the preſent mode.

| Hon, ultimately waste by the fucceeding
